REPORT OF SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL BOARD. 


The yillage school was in session twenty-five weeks. The 
spring term was taught by Mrs. Emma G. Brown. Num- 
ber of registered scholars, 21. On the roll of honor for the 
spring term are the names of Jack MacDonald, A.J.MacDonald, 
Mabel Hanson, Edna Hanson, Henry L2ighton, Maude Leigh- 
ton, Berne Leighton, Pearl Leighton.

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think, a great addition to the appearance of cur school houses 
and the patriotism of our citizens. 

We recommend that a small school house be built for the 
Neck school; more interest would be taken among the scholars 
for whose benefit we are working. Also the parents would 
feel more interest in the schools to visit them, and it would he 
a saving to the town as well. 

In closing we would most earnestly impress upon the par-
